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INTRODUCTION 


The indicative abstract used in this bibliography is a key 
word indexing system. Every article is indexed according to those terms 
which appear in the article and which best reflect the subject matter 
germane to crime and delinquency. For example, the key words derived 
from an article entitled "Goal orientations and illegal behavior among 
juveniles" were: ASPIRATION LEVEL, ILLEGAL BEHAVIOR (JUVENILE DELINQUENCY), 
RURAL, URBAN, JUVENILES (JUVENILE DELINQUENTS), THEORIES, LOWER CLASS, 
OPPORTUNITY, TEST, GENERAL, RESEARCH REPORT, SURVEY. ENGLISH. The 
last three key words are descriptive of the general qualities of the 
article - namely, it is a research report based on a survey and written 
in English. Most descriptions of this sort are readily understood. 
Two which might puzzle the reader are: (1) PRESIDENT'S COMMITTEE, 
which means the article is the product of, or was used in, an institute 
sponsored by a grantee of the President's Committee on Juvenile Delinquency 
and Youth Crime, and (2) NATIONAL COUNCIL ON CRIME AND DELINQUENCY CONTROL, 
which means the article is a product of the National Council on Crime and 
Delinquency. The terms TEST, GENERAL indicate that a test was used to 
measure the variables noted but that it was not a "crime specific" test. 


By linking the key words, it is an easy task to create an in- 
dicative abstract. Thus, an indicative abstract for the article cited 
would read: Study of ASPIRATION LEVEL and ILLEGAL BEHAVIOR (JUVENILE 
DELINQUENCY ) among RURAL AND URBAN JUVENILES (JUVENILE DELINQUENTS). Con- 
flicting THEORIES about illegal behavior: That it is peculiar to LOWER 
CLASS; that it is provoked by unequal, OPPORTUNITY. (TEST, GENERAL ) . 
RESEARCH REPORT. SURVEY. ENGLISH. 


This indicative abstract tells more about the article than the 
title alone. While it is not comparable to a depth abstract, it does 
enable one to use an indexing technique that elucidates the content of 
the article without incurring the high costs of depth abstracting. The 
purpose of the indicative abstract is to provide further intelligence 
regarding the article's applicability to the reader's search; it is not 
a substitute for the reading of the article. 


In certain cases an article is treated as if it were several 
articles, and it will have several acquisition numbers. This is done in 
two instances, (1) when there are so many key words that in combining for 
retrieval purposes a false correlation would occur (2) when the article 
itself is of such a nature that it consists of many distinct parts. 








_ .. This issue contains citations covering 1,750 items, for the 
most part, material received and processed from April 1, 1964 to August 1, 
1964. The subject matter index, which enables the reader to check the 
indicative abstracts of articles pertinent to his concerns, is also based 
on the key words. Again, using the article cited earlier as an example, 
these are the headings in the subject matter index which would guide the 
reader to the citation:

Since book entries are still based, in part, on secondary 
sources, no indicative abstracts of them are given. Rather, they are 
indexed under large subject headings and constitute a separate section.
